Dear Govemor Palin: 

On behalf of the people served by the Yukon-Kuskokwim Health Corporation (YKHC), we are 
pleased to provide you with our Legislative Priorities that will fijrther improve the health status of this 
region. As you know, YKHC provides health care under the authority of 58 federally-recognized Tribes 
and pursuant to a Title V Compact with the federal govemment under the Indian Self-Determination Act. 
YKHC provides health care services to over 50 villages in the Yukon-Kuskokwim Delta region of Alaska, 
an area the size of the State of Oregon, with virtually no roads. 

Access to medical care is a significant problem for Alaska Natives, namely it is due to a lack of 
necessary health care infrastructure. When infrastructure exists, access occurs primarily by boat in the 
summers, by snow machine in winters, and by airplane year-round. Access to care is further limited by 
the distances between villages, the cost of transportation, and the time associated with travel. During the 
harsh winter months, patient access to health care is often dclaycd by hours and days, until the weather 
clears and planes are able to fly. Patient care has been compromised, and Hves have been lost due to these 
daily transportation challenges faced by patients in this region. 

With your support of last session's Senate BUI 61 , the Medicaid Implementation Study that is 
underway, limiting general fund growth in the Medicaid program has the potential to become reality. The 
Report to: State of Alaska, Senate Finance Committee, Medicaid Program Review Jan. 2007 (hereinafter 
Medicaid Reporf), prepared by the Pacific Health Policy Group, emphasized that "it is in the state's 
interest to build stronger relationships with tribal providers . . ." but there were specific challenges related 
to Medicaid runding, including the . . [l]ack of runding to build infrastructure." Report at 86. 

YKHC recognizes the iimitation of funds available and in an effort to do our part to streamline 
state progranis, YKHC has chosen this year to prioritize our top legislative requests as follows: 

1) Prematernal Home Construction Funds; 

2) Asslsted Livlng Home Construction Funds; and 

3) Technology Equfpment Funds. 

V/e respectfully reauest your favorable consideration and support of these projects in your capital 
budget request for consideration by the next Legislature. 
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1. Pre maternal Home Construction Funds 



The first priority is for $9.7 million to fiind the construction of a new facility fbr the Bethel 
Prematemal Home. Women of the villages are asked to come to Bethel to await the delivery of their child 
up to one month prior to their delivery date. The facility is presently 36 years old and in dire need of 
replacement due to age, wear and tear of everyday occupation, and demand due to census increases. 

A Iarger facility will support the staff and equipment needed to operate as well as enable the health 
education component of the program to develop. Most importantly, a new fecility will improve and offer 
a safe living environment for expectant mothers and unbora children, accommodating our service needs. 

Three years ago, the Alaska State Legislature provided $ 1 50,000 for planning and design of a 
replacement facility. 1 In 2006, the Legislature provided the initial $2 million to begin construction of the 
Prematemal Home. Nevertheless, YKHC is maintaintng an aggressive capital campaign to finish the 
Prematemal Home replacement project by looking at all available firaders. Potential private funders 
include, but are not limited to the Kellog Foundation (which specializes in capital challenge grants) and 
the Paul Allen Foundation in Seattle. 

YKHC requests $9.7 million from the Legislature to finish capital development of this piece of 
vital regional infrastructure. 

2. Assisted Living Home Construction Funds 

Our second priority for FY08 is $600,000 for Phase One to construct an Assisted Living Home 
under the Green House model for the residents of fhe Yukon-Kuskokwim Delta, We have secured 36% 
percent matching funds for this project from the Denali Commission. The total project cost is estimated 
at $1 1 million. We are seeking $7 million from all potential runding sources to fund the remaining 64 
percent in project costs. 

Several years ago, YKHC developed a business plan to construct a traditional Assisted Living 
Home. However, a recent study performed by Manillaq, the tribal health organization for the Kotzebue 
region, proved that a traditional Assisted Living Home would not be as sustainable as a Green House 
model. Therefore, YKHC is transitioiiing its current plans for a traditional Assisted Living Home to a 
community-based Green House model. The total cost estimates for either model are expected to be 
relatively the same, and initial estimates will be confirmed with the completion of a new business plan 
and architectural and engineering drawings. 

Accordingly, YKHC requests a total appropriation of $600,000 for Phase One to determine 
YKHC's final cost estimates for an Assisted Living Home under the Green House model. Individually, 
these costs are: $150,000 fbr the business plan, and $450,000 for architectural and engineering drawings. 

The Yukon-Kuskokwim Delta has a vital need for long-term care. YKHC has designed and is 
prepared to build and operate an 18-bed Assisted Living Home facility in Bethel, Alaska to serve the 
growing popuJation of seniors and adults with disabilities that meet the nursing level of care in the 
Yukon-Kuskokwim Delta region. 



1 Legislative Municipal Grant to the City of Bethel. 
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The people of the Yukon-Kuskokwim Delta and statewide representatives have long recognized 
the need for assisted living in our region — it is the only region in the State of Alaska without long-term 
care options. Ali long-term care clients are sent out of region to Anchorage and other areas of the State 
for services with documented estimates of 45 to 50 individuals, at any one time, fiom the YKHC area. 
This means a significant amount of Indian Health Service benefici aries, who are otherwise eligible for 
100 percent federal Medicaid fiinding, are receiving long-term care services from non-tribal providers 
resulting in substantial costs to the State of Alaska's general fund monies. Indeed, the Medicaid Report 
stated: 

And because tribal providers receive 100 percent federal Medicaid runding, Alaska 
would realize state savings if Medicaid services currently delivered at non-tribal sites 
were instead provided by 638 providers. For example, the Alaska Medicaid program 
spends approximately $ 1 9 million for non-tribal nursing facility services provided to 
AI/ANs, of which approximately $8 million is state matching tunda. If Alaska were to 
provide financtal support for development of tribal health long-term capacity, the 
potential state savings could be significant. 

Id. at 89 (emphasis added). 

Long-term care has been identified as a priority during the last 10 of YKHC 's Tribal Oatherings. 
This initiative also has strong community commitment and support of Tribes, resulting in resolution of 
support from various Tribes regjon-wide. It is also a component of the City of Bethel Strategic Economic 
Development Plan. 

ha the Executive Sumraary of the ANTHC August 2005 report, Long Term Care Needs for Alaska 
Nattve Elders, the Bethel Assisted Living Home was referenced as its top priority. In 2004, the State of 
Alaska and the Robert Wood Johnson Corning Home Program considered this region a top priority and 
recommended Bethel as the first priority for assisted living development in rural Alaska. Recently, as 
determined by the Medicaid Report, "It would be in the state' s interest, from bom a financial and quality 
of service perspective, to actively participate in establishing greater capacity among tribal providers to 
fumish long-term care — both institutional and community-based." Id. at 88. In partnership with the State 
of Alaska, YKHC is willing to lead in this role. 

3. Technology Equipment Upgrades 

Our third priority is $572,000 for technology equipment upgrades. M any of our technology 
equipment systems are now beyond their useful lives and are in need of replacement. Much of the 
technology eauipment supporting YKHC's various healthcare systems is outdated and no longer 
support ed by vendors or manufacturers. YKHC is currently experiencing delays, extended down time, 
security vulnerability, compliance issues and a risk of data loss if these systems upgrades are not 
performed soon. For these upgrades, the Indian Health Service's budget is wholly insufficient 

YKHC's systems upgrades will allow for increased data access for treatment of patients, a 
reduction in equipment failures and increased efficiencies in staff uhlization. These systems are relied 
upon heavily for patient data access, especially in clinical, financial and village operations. 

We respectfully request $572,000 for Technology Equipment Upgrades. 
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Other Funding Opportunities 



Of course, if the opportunity is available to do more this legislative session, please understand that 
there are still unmet needs in the region. Given the third world conditions in which many of our residents 
live, the list of needs in nearly unlimited. We realize the resources are not unliraited. We have identified 
the highest construction and operational priorities and opportunities. We have proven that we can be 
enormously self-reliant, but we do need the basic tools. We hope each one will receive serious attention.
